Yesterday I visited‘a native village.

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ARMY NURSE TELLS OF WORK IN FRANCE 


(Excerpts from a letter written in early 
Jenuary by Lt. Bessie Lawrence)

We left southern France without ever set- 
ting up there, took a long jump toward 
the frent, and found ourselves up with 
the evacuation hospitals as we had heped. 
We were housed with myold outfit at — 
first, and worked there until we were 
ready te open our own place. They’had a 
nice set-up, really designed for a hos- 
pital, but we drew a big old school- 
house, It seemed » pretty sorry place 
at first, but has turned out better than, 
we expected, and it certainly houses © 
more patients than I would-have believed. 

We are always very busy, so we stay 
pretty close to work, and I don't have 
so meny dances and such to write about 
as I had last summer. But it is much 
tetter, this way--to be closer, and able 
+o werk hard, when there is so much to 
be done, 

I em Chief Nurse of Surgical Service. 

I suppese you can imagine what lots of 
‘our work is like, although not all ef our 
ratients are battle casualties. Some are 
sprains and appendectomies and such 
things more reminiscent of the civilian 
days. 

The fanciest ward on my service was 
once the chapel, with stained glass wine 
dows and high-vaulted ceiling. New it 
has long rows of beds, and it bulges 
with bed patients and up patients ef var~ 
jous races and a few wardmen and civilian 
help and prisoner help and a nurse er 
two and a ward officer and a radio which 
is greatly enjoyed when it goes full 
blast, and the up patients ramble around 
and help look after the helpless and ~ 
crippled ones and the housekeeping~-and 
we leok pretty orderly and military for 
inspection, but between times we look 
pretty bee-hivish. It is a comparatively 
cheerful place, too, heating and plumbing 
being poor by American standards but lux- 
-urieus as compared with foxhole exist-- 
ence.
